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1. Claims 11-22, 28-37 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 112, first paragraph as containing subject matter not supported 
by the written disclosure. The specific limitation of the claims 
which restricts Z to be not alkoxy when Q is styrene or methyl 
methacrylate finds no support in the written disclosure. The 
subgenus of all formulas A wherein this limitation is met is not 
identified in the specification as being the invention and, 
therefore, represents new matter. The claims are, therefore, 
properly rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph as not 
supported by the disclosure. 

Claims are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph as indefinite insofar as the Formula A is not 
identifiable as a polymer, let alone a block polymer. Both q and 
p can be 1 (p is required to be 1) and, in such a case, there is 
no polymer at all represented by the Formula A. It is unclear 
how q can be 1 and the formula represent a polymer. In such a 
case there are no repeat units. Even when q is a higher integer 
than 1, the formula, at most, represents a polymer and not a 
block copolymer insofar as Q can and probably is from the 
description in the claim representative of a single monomer 
repeating unit. i stipulates that the contact is made using "a 
monomer" which implies a single monomer. No block polymer can be 
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formed from the polymerization of a single monomer. The claims 
are, therefore, indefinite as to scope insofar as the requirement 
for a process for synthesis of a block polymer seems to 
contradict the formula representing said block polymer and the 
actual method steps. 

2. Applicants' amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M.P.E.P.
